The 
bill required the com mission to make 
their report not later than January, 
1883.

ihe bill became a law, and the poo- law of Ohio as aiding and abetting tho

The history cf Japan has never boon 


'written in any language, and all that 
can bo learned thereof Is fragmentary, 
Wo gut uiuuh In tho literature of Japan 
concerning tbo livus of great warriors, 
statesmen, philosophers and pools, and 
by the aid thereof, can form some tdoa 
of the history of tho people, but tho 
flcld for writing a history still remains 
open, and will, no doubt, some day in 
tho near future bo fined, 


A peculiar feature about the Govern- 


ment of Japan, and ono that Is well au- 
thenticated, is that tho reigning Em- 
perors have all buon in direct descent— 
there has never been a break, but for 
many years bus ono family continued 
to rolgn, The present Emporor ii a 
man of about SO years of age—ol stolid 
and uninteresting appearance, but the 
fact that,be Is the 125th in direct do- 
scent lends to him a chartu that U cal- 
culated to excite Interest, The people 
of Japaa believe themselves to have 
been heavenly descended, 
Their be- 


lief Is that their earliest Emperor camo 
from heaven and founded tho land of 
tho rising sno, and for this reason tho 
Emperor U deified, and none uro per- 
mitted to look upon his face except a 
favored fow, It is tho current belief 
that the religion of Japan Is Budd- 
hism, but this Is not true.- Their re- 
ligion—tho religion recognized by the 
Government is Shintoism, U ii (rue 
tho Buddhist religion is observed by a 
largo class, but the other M tho ono 
tbat prevails. 


Japan became a civilized eountry 


more than 1,000 years ago, and strange 
as it may seem they received their Ian- 
guagoand first alphabet from the Corc- 
ans; and not only their language but 
the arts, especially pettory in which 
they excel, 
Japan progressed very 


rapidly, and institutions of learning 
and the arts and sciences etc, wore 
•ought for, and the institution with 
which the speaker was connected dur- 
ing his stay thoro is tho oldest on tho 
earth, Oxford, in England, is 1,000 
years old, whereas the Japanese uni- 
versity is 1,200 years old, and was 
founded by one of the Knoperorn. But 
while the early history of Japan Is fa- 
vorable to them as a people, for the 
list 300 .years she has stood still, while 
other nations have pushed forward, 
This is because while there was a de- 
sire on thoir part to learn and bettor 
fit themselves to live In the world, tho 
sciences were omitted, and came to bo 
looked upon HS disgraceful to pursue 
the study of the same.

ILLITBHAOY IN 
TiEIEJ SOUTH. 


Startling Faotsj Shown by the 


OODBUB—Necessities of Sduoa- 
tlon. 


Rev. Dr. Attleus G. Haygood, 


President of Emory College, Geor- 
gia, delivered an address last week 
at Monteaglr, Tennessee, upon the 
education of the negro. Wo mako 
tbis extract: 


"A man who does not know that 


voters ought to be able to read and 
write doefc not know tnough to be 
argued with. Tho illiterate vote of 
our Southern States is simply ap- 
palling, and this illiterate vote is in- 
creasing. From 1870 to 1880 there 
was aa increase of* illiterate voters 
in the Southern abates of nearly two 
hundred thousand. 
Figures may 


not be interesting to a mixed audi- 
ence, but they are cometimes in- 
structive. I will give you a few on 
the illiterate vote of cur section of 
the Union: In Georgia the illitor. 
ate vote in 1870 wa« 21,899; ia 1880, 
28,571; tbe negro illiterate vote in 
1870 was 100,551; in 1880, 11«,51G. 
The white illiterate vote la Ken- 
tucky in 1870 WM 43,826; in 1880, 
54,955; the negro Illiterate vote WAS 
in 1870, 37,840; in 1880, 43,177. In 
Tennetse tbe white illiterate wae in 
1870, 37,713; in 1880, 40,948; the 
negro illiterate vote WM in 1870, 
56,938; ia 1880, 58,601.

immense nnrUet, he predicts, awaits 
the successful manufacturer, 
Some 


slight changes which he describes 
would have to be made to adapt the 
plow to the customs of the ryot, who 
always drives his plow with small 
bullocks yoked far apart, and regu- 
lates their motions by jerking and 
twisting their tolls near the roots 
with his hands. 


There are little sketches given of 


the Indian plow and of the manner 
in which it u managed in the fields, 
The tanning mills should be made 
light. The average ryot has only 
Qfty to sixty bushels of wheat to 
cteao, so that the fanning mills 
would be bought generally by the 
little village communities. As there 
are 450,000 of these there ought to
